if Footscray JUST 
goalkeeper Dennis 
Boland continues to 
play the way he has 
in recent weeks, it 
shouldn’t be too 
long before he 
realises his ambition 
— to play for Vic- 
toria, or perhaps 
Australia. 


Boland, 27, who made a 
stunning comeback after 
missing the first six games 
of the Philips League 
season through iliness, 
would have liked nothing 
better than to be in the 
Victorian squad for this 
week’s game against 
Dundee of Scotland. 


“| was born in Dundee,” 
said Boland, “and it would 
have suited me down to the 
ground to get a call-up to the 
Victorian team for the game 
against my home-town club. 

“| was overlooked in the 
past when | thought | had a 
good chance of being 
selected, but | haven't given 
up hope of representing the 
State. Playing against Dundee 
would've made up for the dis- 
appointments of the past.” 

No-one can deny that 
Boland’s form of late would 
justify selection in the State 
team. However, unless one of 
the keepers in the squad suf- 
fers an injury or dramatic loss 
of form, State coach Duncan 
McKay is not likely to make 
changes. 

Boland’s late start to the 
season was caused by 
hepatitis. ; 

"| did all the pre-season 
training,” said Boland, “but |! 
didn’t feel too well. One doc- 
tor said it was because | had 
the flu, but | went to another 
one, who did some tests that 
showed | had hepatitis.” 

It was the eve of the PSL 
season, and Boland was to 
spend the next four weeks in 
bed. 

“1 lost over a stone in 
weight during my Iliness,” 
said Boland, “but recovered 
sooner than the doctor ex- 
pected. | put the weight back 
on in about two weeks when | 
started eating normally and 
training again.” 

Boland’s unavailability 
forced JUST to rush into the 
transfer market in search of a 
replacement. The club bought 
Mike O'Hara from Hakoah for 
$3000. 

“Mike's on the bench now,” 
said Dennis, “but his being 
there has helped me. 
Competition for places in a 
team is good and |'ll have to 
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keep performing well if I'm to 
hold my place.” 

However Boland, who is 
one of the leaders in the JAT- 
‘Soccer Action’ PSL player of 
the year award, says he gave 
away two goals in early com- 
eback games. 

“Because of the lay-off,” 
said Boland, “I lost a bit of 
touch and judgment. | made a 
mistake against Canberra 
City that cost JUST a goal and 
| blame myself for the goal | 
conceded against Sydney 
Olympic. But when | get right 
back Into it | expect to cut out 
such errors.” 

Boland is probably being a 
little harsh on himself but as 
he says, the good saves a 
keeper makes are quickly 
forgotten, while mistakes live 
on long after the game is over. 

Boland came to Australia 
from. Scotland In 1970. He 
joined Hakoah St Kilda. Some 
of the top players in the 
Hakoah team were Mike 
Clarey (former Mooroolbark, 
now back at Hakoah), Alan 
Stenhouse, Terry Lane (who 
later joined Mooroolbark 
before returning to Englangq)}, 
John Anderson and David 
Baker. 

Boland left Hakoah after 
two years and joined Albion 
Rovers. 

“Albion was in the Second 
Division,” said Dennis, “but 
was keen to win promotion. 
We ended up winning the 
league.” 

Stars of the Albion team 
that year were Billy Rae and 
Hugh Murney, who had joined 
Albion from Hakoah at the 
same time Boland did. 

“Rae was a real 90-minute 
man,” said Dennis. “He could 
play in nearly every position 
and was very tenacious. 

“Murney was getting on In 
age, but used his experience 
to guide the team.” 

After one season with Al- 
blon in the First Division, 
Boland was on the move 
again. Hans van Balkom, the 
former Ringwood City star, 
was in Australia on a 
recruiting mission for his 
club, Yomiuri of Japan. 

He contacted Dennis and 
offered him the chance to 
play as a professional in 
Japan. Dennis accepted the 
offer. Hammy McMeechan, 
the former Croatia and Vic- 
toria star, was also signed up 
by Van Balkom. 

“It was a great experience 
playing professionally,” said 
Boland. “We'd train once a 
day on weekdays at around 
three in the afternoon. 
However, the language bar- 
rier made things difficult. In 
the end, it was that that per- 
suaded me to return to 
Australia when my contact ex- 
pired.”

Most of the clubs in the 
league are owned by large 
companies, which means a 
virtually endless supply of 
money for the soccer clubs. 

Yomiuri is joint-owned by 
the Nippon Television Com- 
pany, and a local daily paper. 

“The club fixed us up with a 
house,” said Dennis, “and any 
players who had been with 
the club a while and then 
retired, were given a job with 
eect that owned the 
club.” 


However, while the 
stadiums were of a good stan- 
dard, and the crowds 
(average 7000 a game) quite 
decent, Boland found the 
standard of soccer mediocre. 

“The players were really 
fit,” said Dennis, “and excep- 
tionally fast, but they couldn't 
read the game.” 

This failing was fully ex- 
posed when the club toured 
West Germany and Holland 
at the end of Boland’s first 
season in Japan. 

“When we played in 
Europe,” said Dennis, “our 
opposition would let our boys 
run around but because they 
could read the game they 
could save their legs.” 

Boland was on the receiv- 
ing end when Yomiuri played 
Werder Bremen of West Ger- 
many. He had the ball put 
past him five times, but said 
that he played fairly well. 

The club’s tour of West 
Germany was a bonus after 
the team had won the league 
championship. The following 
year the team had an average 
season, and so only toured 
Northern Japan. 

Boland returned to 
Australia as the State League 
season was drawing to a 
close. 

“The 1975 State League 
Cup was just starting,” sald 
Dennis, “and JUST was hav- 
ing trouble finding a regular 
keeper. | came on to the 
scene and the clib signed 
me " 


Boland says that at the time 
he was happy he Joined the 
club but you can bet the club 
was even more pleased. A few 
weeks later, JUST’s new sign- 
ing won the State League Cup 
virtually single-handedly. 

“We were playing 
Mooroolbark in the final,” 
said Dennis, “and | had a 
pretty good game. However, 
at the end the score was 2-2. 

“After nine penalty kicks 
the score was 5-4 In favor of 
JUST. No-one had missed a

Dennis says that at the time 
he didn’t think of the impor- 
tance of the kick. 

"In sudden-death penalty 
kicks everything happens so 
fast,” said Boland. “! was con- 
centrating on the kick and the 
thought that the cup would be 
ours if | saved it didn’t enter 
my mind.” 

Boland says he normally 
Saves one spot kick a year. 
Last year he saved a Ken 
Taylor penalty In a national 
league game against Alex- 
ander, and this season he 
stopped Phil O'Connor of St 
George from scoring. 

“The save against St 
George made me really hap- 
py,” said Dennis, “as we were 
leading only 1-0, and if 
O'Connor had scored, it 
would've put his club right 
back into the game. Also, | 
thought it was a ‘soft’ penalty 
and shouldn't have been 
awarded in the first place.” 

However, there's one man 
who gets the ball past Boland 
fairly regularly. 

“| suppose you could say 
that Peter Ollerton is a bogey 
player to me,” said Dennis. 
“ve spoken to other keepers 
who play against him, but 
they say he doesn’t worry 
them that much. 

“However, because !'m not 
really a tall person, Ollerton's 
weight and height put me ata 
disadvantage when going for 
high balls. 

“| had a nightmare game 
against him in the 1976 Ampol 
Cup. Hellas beat us 4-1, and 
Ollerton got two, as well as 
creating many other 
chances.” 

Boland says that If he were 
as tall as John Hansen, Hel- 
las' Danish import, he'd be 
much happier. 

“| reckon Hansen and Billy

Whiteside of Hakoah are two 
of the best keepers on the 
local scene,” said Dennis. 

Boland says that Dragan 
Vasic holds the key to suc- 
cess for JUST. 

“Dragan’s having a bad trot 
at the moment,” he says, “but 
if he can get back to his top 
form, we'll have someone to 
put away all the chances we 
make. Then we'll really hit top 


gear. 

He added that the defence 
was playing very well at the 
moment. 

“The two Jimmys in the

Yes, his lack of form has 
been a concern but he added: 
“It's not the first time I've been 
in hot water. 

“It's only a matter of time 
before everything is sorted 
out. 


“| had one of my best 
seasons last year both for 
Fulham and the Aztecs, so 
what Is stopping me from 
continuing this year? 

“Sure I've had a bad run 
lately but who hasn't one time 
or another?” 

But the Aztecs, particularly 
Fisher, hope he hits top form 
soon. 

Fisher has been under in-

Best finishes his fourth 
drink and we go for a walk 
along Sunset Boulevard, 
which is known to Callfor- 
nians as Sunset Strip. 

We walk past the hotel 
Chateau Marmont which was 
the favorite haunt of Clark 
Gable and Humphrey Bogart, 
and now George Best.
